Evan E. Olmstead, chairman of 
the village planning commission, 
notes the dual role of the central 
business district in stimulating 
hometown pride and in furnish­ 
ing goods and services to thou­ 
sands of residents of a market 
that leaps beyond the village 
limits. 
Another function of the central 
shopping area is that it attracts 
prospective residents who often 
judge the overall personality of 
the tow’n by the few square blocks 
in its center, added Olmstead. 
♦

* 
A NEAT TRAIN station, a 
belt of green trees and well-trim­ 
med lawn cutting through the 
heart of the downtown, shops that 
have an inviting appearance, a 
municipal building that reflects 
an efficient local government — 
these physical appurtenances have 
undoubtedly been among the most 
important factors in the growth 
of Arlington Heights. In a man­ 
ner more convincing than any 
billboard, these are the things 
that “sell” Arlington Heights as 
an ideal place in which to raise 
a family. 
The financial aspect of down­ 
town development is stressed by 
other village officials. 
“Real estate values are high 
now,” commented Mayor Edward 
G. Carlisle. “In order for them 
to remain high, there must be 
modernization of the downtown 
to meet the needs of today’s 
shoppers. This will he a commun­ 
ity project which will be paid for 
out of public as well as private 
funds. Hence it is vital that resi­ 
dents as well as businessmen in­ 
terest themselves in it.”

ROBERT B. BISHOP, head of 
the board of local improvements, 
explained the use of public funds 
for such improvements as the 
widening of downtown streets, to 
he done later this year.

What Businessmen Think

Arlington Heights has a 
middle age spread downtown.1 
It also has wrinkles, inci­ 
pient hardening of the arter­ 
ies and some other troubles 
awaiting the healing hand of 
the civic surgeon. 


VILLAGE PLANNING people 
don’t put their “diagnosis” in 
exactly these words. But the com­ 
parison fits when you hear .their 
tentative list of faults — faults 
which they hope will be eliminat­ 
ed as part of the adoption of a 
new master plan for the entire 
community. 
The “spread" developed as 
business fanned out from the 
older 
shopping 
area 
around 
Dunton 
and 
Campbell 
sis. 
Stores 
were 
built 
in blocks 
where homes were still occu­ 
pied though mostly quite old. 
Homes and 
business sections 
became mixed along Dunton. 
Evergreen. Vail and State rd. 
and also on east-west streets. 
Growth was spotty, or lumpy. 
The bulge in wrong spots got 
there for the same reason Dad 
got a rubber tire around the mid­ 
dle — poor digestion. 
NEWCOMERS 
to 
Arlington 
Heights notice the “wrinkles”— 
store fronts badly in need of mod­ 
ernization — more than the old 


timers. But a first impression is 
all-important, 
and 
prospective 
customers may never step through 
the door if the front is dowdy. 
The “arteries” are the traf­ 
fic-choked streets surrounding 
the central business district. 
Hut this ailment is well on the 
way to being cured. 
Already programmed is widen­ 
ing of all narrow streets inside 
the downtown and a number on 
its fringe. This will do wonders 
to improve the circulation of traf­ 
fic, according to village officials. 
• 
* 
• 
THE “LEAPFROGGING** of 
business to the outer edge of the 
downtown can have adverse ef­ 
fects on the area as a whole, de­ 
clares M. Eugene Baughmann, a 
civic planner employed by Evert 
Kincaid and Associates. This firm 
is drafting Arlington Heights’ 
new master plan. 
Baughmann is concerned a- 
bout improving the grouping of 
retail stores. He wants to see 
clusters of stores established. 
A non-retail use such as a fill­ 
ing station should not be locat­ 
ed between a shoe store and a 
clothing store, he maintains. 
This theory might be applied to 
the local situation by considering 
S. Dunton st. New stores at the 
northeast comer of Sigwalt and 
Dunton are separated from stores 
to the north by several non-retail 
uses — a garage and parking 
lot, a fix-it shop housed in a ram­ 
shackle building, and a home. 


NOW, SUPPOSE a husband 
has cashed a paycheck at the 
bank and wants to look at ice 
skates at the sporting goods 
store at Dunton and Sigwalt. 
People who study the habits of 
shoppers say the man is more 
likely to walk the long block 
down to the store if there is a 
continuous row* of shops leading 
to it. If there is a break in the 
row* — such as on the east side 
of S. Dunton — the man may 
decide to drive. 
“Once he’s in his car he can 
just as easily drive over to 
Mount 
Prospect 
or 
Rolling 
Meadows,” 
observes 
Baugh­ 
mann. 
These then are a few of the 
troublesome symptoms indicating 
that all is not right with down­ 
town Arlington Heights. 
* 
* 
* 
THERE IS MUCH that is right, 
of course. The pleasant railroad 
parks, the plans to brighten the 
district with brand new* lighting, 
and the wide streets and better 
parking facilities that are also 
on the way. 
The basic vigor of the down­ 
town area is. in fact, what 
makes its weaknesses stand out 
in contrast. 
With decades of expansion pre­ 
dicted for the northwest suburban 
area, the central business district' 
has its period of greatest growth 
ahead. Village officials and busi­ 
nessmen want to make sure the 
downtown can meet the challenge. 


ROBERT KOZELISKI 
Robert E. Kozeliski, president 
of the Arlington Heights chamber 
of commerce and local manager 
for the Illinois Bell Telep h o n e 
company: 
“We are going’ to have to do 
something to induce more people 
to come downtown. Many people, 
including myself, feel that k>ca - 
tion of a large department store 
in the heart of Arlington Heights 
would boost the downtown more 
than anything else.” 
Whatever type of downtown re­ 
juvenation 
program 
emerges 
from the present effort, “it is es­ 
sential the plan reflect the ideas 
and thinking of the citizens of the 
community, Kozeliski wTote in a 
newsletter urging merchants to 
anend a kick-off meeting 
next 
Monday night 


HOW’ARD FABER 
Howard Faber, owner of Mors 
bakery and chairman of the com­ 
mittee on downtown construction 
of the Arlington Heights chamber 
of commerce: 
“I feel very strongly that we 
must develop our shopping dis - 
trict. We have made progress in 
the past few years but there are 
still a number of problems to be 
faced. 
“Most of the time for example, 
my customers can find a parking 
place in this block. But there is a 
parking jam in the evening when 
the wives come downtown to pick 
up their husbands getting off the 
train. 
“I hope our group can w’ork out 
an answer to this one. Some times 
the little problems are tougher to 
solve than the big ones.”

WALTER KRAUSE 
Walter Krause, a leading local 
realtor and former village trus­ 
tee: 
“The opening of an 80 - auto 
rking lot between Dunton and 
ail sts. last year has made it 
easier for 
shoppers 
to come 
downtown. 
“Our greatest need, however, is 
for free parking facilities. Outly­ 
ing shopping centers offer f r e e 
parking and downtown Arlington 
Heights must do the same to keep 
up with the competition.” 
The high cost of commerci a I 
land has been a factor in the de­ 
cision of some stores not to locate 
in the main shopping district, not­ 
ed Barney Erickson, a real estate 
salesman for Krause and K e h e. 
Commercial sites are available for 
less in parts of Chicago, he added. 


JOSEPH PUCCIARELLI 
Joseph Pucciarelli, Dunton s t. 
shoe repairman and owner o f 
building with 3 other tenants: 
“Five years ago the village 
widened Dunton st. and put i n 
new* street lights. It cost me near­ 
ly $2,400 and I wondered if I d 
ever get the money back. 
“My business picked up and 
decided to remodel my building, 
winch had looked like a shack. 
This cost almost $5,000, if I figure 
in my own hours of working. 
“My tenants tell me the n e w 
front has brought in new- custom­ 
ers. Both the street improvement 
and the remodeling have b e e n 
good investments. I d like to see 
more 
of 
our 
older 
buildings 
brought up to date.”

Aren’t store aisles 
jammed with weekend shoppers 
and aren’t sales soaring? 
Yes, business has increased 
as 
more 
people 
moved 
into 
town, everyone admits. 
It is 
true that millions of dollars 
have been poured into new con­ 
struction in the area bounded 
by Sigwalt, Eastman, Pine and 
Highland aves. 
And sales, as measured ’ by 
sales tax collections, are rising 
at an astounding rate. 
But these indications of eco­ 
nomic health are only part of 
the story, it is quickly pointed 
out.

State’s Attorney Shoidd Cut 
Streamwood ‘Down to Size’ 


TWO W EEKS AGO the northwest suburbs 
learned that the infant village of Streamwood 
is carving out a "concrete empire” for itself. 
The village, located in Cook county 3 miles 
east of Elgin, has annexed 75 miles of high­ 
ways outside of the village proper. 


By 
annexations 
of 
road 
corridors, 
Streamwood has stretched its tenable* far 
into Hanover, Barrington, Schaumburg and 
Palatine townships. 
Trustee* of Barring­ 
ton Hills and Schaumburg Center heard-— 
2 months after the highway grail—that the 
aggressive roadhog is right at their door­ 
step. 


As of now the practice is legal. All it takes 
is a vote by the village board and recording of 
the action in the county building. 
The people 
living along the road needn’t be informed of 
the annexation. 


THE CITY OF CHICAGO set a precedent 
for the land rush by staking claim to certain 
streets outside its borders in order to attach 
O’Hare International airport to the city. 


Hickory Hills, a hamlet in southwest 
Cook county, was the first to imitate the 
city, and liefore long, an "annexation war” 
raged across the southwest suburbs. 
State's Attorney Ben Adamowski has filed 
suit challenging the practice. 


The village president of Streamwood, a 
home builder, calls his empire-building an ex­ 
ercise in "dynamic land planning.” But alarm­ 
ed officials of nearby villages and zoning au­ 
thorities see things in a different light.

"WE WANT R ELIEF and must have it 
Otherwise there will be chaos,” declared an 
attorney 
representing Barrington 
Hills 
and 


Schaumburg Center. 


Betting that corridor annexations will 
remain legal, Streamwood has begun to 
consolidate its far-flung empire. It has an­ 
nexed 2 large parcels of farmland % and 4 
miles from the village proper. 


If all the land along its road is taken in, 
Streamwood would sprawl over an area equal 
In size to all of Chicago north of Madison st. 
There would be room for tens of thousands of 
homes if the builders who "ow*n” the village 
can acquire all the pockets of farmland within 
the road network. 


WHAT CONCERNS responsible local and 
county officials most is that Streamwood is a 
builder-controlled community. 
Too often, the 
sad experience of the past has been that build­ 
ers throw up houses without regard for good 
planning, good schools and parks, and adequate 
municipal service*. 


Any giant housing development (7.000 
homes are already projected by the pro­ 
moters) has a powerful impact on the sur­ 
rounding communities. 
Yet, Streamwood 
didn't even bother to tell its neighbors 
when it crept into their backyards. 


The obvious moral to be drawn Is that 
Streamwood promoters are out to gobble up 
all the land they can—and to blazes with the 
county zoning board, the towns that will be 
affected, and anybody else w*ho doesn’t like it. 


The function of law traditionally has 
been to bring order out of chaos. 
But 
there have alway* been men who would 
twist the law to benefit themselves. 
For the sake of the orderly growth of 
northwest Cook county, the village of Stream­ 
wood must be cut down to size. 


We’re confident Mr. Adamowski can do it, 
if anyone can. 
A Worthy ‘Good Turn’ 


The Boy Scouts of America observes its 
48th anniversary during Boy Scout Week, Feb­ 
ruary' 7 to 13, by launching a yearlong nation­ 
wide Good Turn. 
The Safety Good Turn, un­ 
dertaken at the suggestion of President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, will find 4,700,000 boys and 
leaders engaged in promoting traffic safety, 
outdoor safety, and home safety. 


We are accustomed to great achieve­ 
ments from our Boy Scouts. 
Their out­ 
standing work in the 1952 and 1956 Get- 
Out-the-Vote campaigns, their Conserva­ 
tion Good Turn in 1954, their collection of 
nearly two million items of clothing, food­ 
stuffs, and supplies for the needy in 1934, 
and other activities in behalf of their fel­ 
low Americans have given us approximate­ 
ly twenty million past and present Boy 
Scouts who have learned the real meaning 
of serv ice. 


Calling the Safety Good Turn "an oppor­ 
tunity for service to your country in the high­ 
est tradition of the Boy Scouts of America,” 
President Eisenhower said, “We must seek new 
ways to save the basic resource*- of our Nation: 
its people.” 


He told the Boy Scouts that he was en­ 
couraged by the splendid results of their 
Coriservation Good Turn. 
"I now urge 
you," he wrote, “to adopt Safety as your 
service project for 1958. Through the con­ 
certed action of your members, and in co­ 
operation with other organizations, you 
can alert the public to the urgent need for 
reducing the tragic toll of accidents.” 


We congratulate the Boy Scouts on past 
achievements and wish them well as they un­ 
dertake this great service to the community, 
state, and nation. 


As a member of the League of Woman Voters. I have serv­ 
ed on p committee making a study of the caucus.

the function of these boards as well as we should. 
I am sure we all realize that school hoard members are 
citizens serving without pay, giving a great deal of time 
and effort in that service. 
But Mnce the school hoards are 
so highly Important, not only in the educational programs 
for our children, hut in securing the revenue to build and 
maintain the schools, why is it that so little publicity sur­ 
rounds their monthly meetings? 
Why is it that we hear 
of the hoard only when they are asking for more money. 
I understand the meetings are open to the public, but one 
person in attendance can hardly enlighten an entire community. 
Paddock Publications has served its readers very well, and 
I certainly do not intend this to be a complaint against the pub­ 
lic service given. 
However, I do feel that school boards, as 
well as library' and park boards, are important to the taxpayer 
as the village board. 
As to the school hoards, I suggest that a column he es­ 
tablished wherein monthly reports, in full, be given the 
reader*. 
Perhaps the meetings are not exciting, but a re­ 
port given would at least educate people as to methods 
used in the operation of the schools. 
Further, I suggest 
that these reports he given by private citizens residing in the 
school districts, not active in PTA or other school policy 
organizations, and that the reports be published after each 
meeting. 
These boards exist and function under the principle of lay 
control, by which, control over education rests with the people 
themselves. 
In order to keep this control secure I feel it is 
necessary for the people to know’ exactly the problems faced 
by the school boards and the procedures used in solving them.

Evaluating Censor’s Opinion 


In your editorial of Jan. 9, your literary approach to the 
problem of censorship of objectionable material was somewhat 
disconcerting and thought-provoking. 
While I .agree with you 
IOO per cent that "no minority group has the right to impose 
its belief on other groups” the point is those who had pressure 
exerted upon them had the right of democratic freedom to 
either refuse agreement to the proposals or wholeheartedly 
agree to support the principles involved. 
Would it not have been more appropriate to quote from 
the Bible (Matt. 22), "Render, therefore, to Caesar the 
things that are Caesar’* and to God the things that are 
God’s?” 
Or, as a great American patriot. Patrick Henry, 
once said, "Give me liberty or give me death.” This would 
demonstrate a peaceful co-existence of the separate rights 
of worldly obligations and spiritual morality which each 
individual must assess and pursue according to his beliefs. 
Frankly, I believe the more serious threat involved is the 
duplication of efforts and usurpal of rights of the individual 
states by religious groups asserting their power and influence 
through threats to the individual of spiritual excommunication 
if one does not conform to that which they declare is right in 
non-religious subjects. 
Regardless of the issue, freedom to ex­ 
press one’s belief is an unalienable right, whether as an indi­ 
vidual or as a group. 
The Constitution of the United States 
guarantees it. 
Facts are often distorted or enhanced depend­ 
ing upon the pressure group presenting them but one is not 
"inflicted with minority viewTDoints” at all if each individual 
took the time to appraise the facts rather than follow the 
leader. 
Many of today’s pressing problems could he alleviated 
to a great extent if each individual could assess and balance 
his mental capabilities with his moral obligations. 
The de­ 
gree of education that each individual possesses is the de­ 
termining factor which influences his interpretation and 
acceptance or refusual of obscene literature. Since religious 
schools pride themselves on the "specialized” religious train­ 
ing each child receives then one could assume these young­ 
sters would have the moral strength or training to leave 
this obscene material unsold at the counters or lf they 
inadvertently purchased such trash they would not be un­ 
favorably Influenced by its contents. 
No publisher can 
afford to operate at a loss. A drop in sales of obscene lit­ 
erature could easily effectuate its natural death. 
The important thing to remember therefore is to let the In­ 
dividual evaluate the censor’s opinion or the material involved 
and then judge and act accordingly.

The work done by 
them is certainly a pattern that many other groups could fol­ 
low. 
Several months ago the Misson of Saint Bede’s was 
formed In Bensenville to provide a church home for Epis­ 
copalians in the area. 
Like most new groups, and being 
a minority, we felt that we faced a Herculean task of get­ 
ting started. 
We needed many things as do most new 
churches and had little money to gain these necessities. 
While we had a few’ members these supported the clergy 
and provided for the few things that were most important. 
This was when the Women’s Auxiliary of the YEW’, Tioga 
Post 2149 came to our rescue and gave us $50 to use as we 
saw fit. 
The money was spent upon 25 hymnals sorely 
needed these past months. 
We have been reminded constantly that the auxiliary is al­ 
ways available for help in furthering our efforts. 
The interest 
shown by these *vomen has been heartening to us because it 
means a community is interested in its people. With a backing 
like this how can we do anything but succeed.

haven’t the facilities or the group experience avail­ 
able to make it really meaningful.”

things for sev eral hours a day. 
It m e a n s a d ­

taking new activities and using new’ m a te ria ls, 
p rep a rin g for fu rth e r school experience. 


“ Without kindergarten,” she said, “ a child must 
spend a third of his first grade year becoming ac­ 
quainted with school experience.” 


The kindergarten program is designed to help 
the child learn to follow directions, to listen, to 
share things, to work cooperatively--all basic to 
success in first grade and after. 


“ Most important of all,” declared Mrs. Castor, 
“ we seek to develop a liking for school as a place 
where the child will enjoy working and playing.” 


O th er k in d e rg a rte n 
activities m a k e use of 
“ reading re a d in e ss” p ro g ram s, im proved use of 
language, and developing gn«xl health and safety 
practices. 


A typical afternoon session includes “ dram atic’* 
play, telling and retelling stories, creating rhymes 
and riddles, using the play telephone, observing 
differences in size and shape, assembling puzzles, 
playing matching games, developing concepts of 
left and right, upland down: listening for and iden­ 
tifying .sounds such as an airplane, lawn mower, 
birds, wind in the trees. 


Other activities involve manipulation of the 
hands -such as painting, coloring, 
cutting 
and 
pasting, using tools—to develop small muscles for 
printing and writing skills in later grades.

Cheaper 
To Harvest 
Own Trees 


It’s 30 to 50 per cent cheaper 
for farm ers to harvest their own 
trees for building purposes than 
to buy lumber. 
And L. B. Culver,, extens i o n 
forester at the University of Illi­ 
nois, adds that hardwood trees 
that are native to Illinois 
a r e 
stronger than imported softwoods. 
Therefore, less hardwood tim ber 
is needed for construction. 
Farm ers planning to harv e s t 
trees should do so in cold wea­ 
ther, because the tim ber will dry 
slower and check less. There’s 
also m ore tim e to do the job, and 
the frozen ground perm its easier 
hauling. 
Culver suggests that farm e r s 
first determ ine how’ much lum­ 
ber they need for building. Then 
they should select trees that will 
best fulfill their building p u r ­ 
poses. Finally, they should a r ­ 
range for a custom saw operator 
to do the job. 
Farm ers who need help in sel­ 
ecting trees 'and determ ining how 
much lum ber they need should 
contact a farm forester through 
the county farm adviser.

Be Tested 


For Mold 


Farm ers 
should 
test 
moldy 
grain before feeding, says Dr. G. j 
T. Woods, extension veterinarian 
at the University of Illinois. 
Heavy rains in some areas of 
Illinois* last fall increased 
the 
dangers of mold in feed grains. 
Mold sometimes causes serio u s 
illness or death of livestock. 
Dr. Woods suggests feeding the 
gram for about two weeks to one 
or two test anim als of low value. 
All moldy feed is not necessarily 
poisonous, but it is wise to find 
out first whether it can be safely 
fed to animals, 
Signs of acute mold lntoxica - 
lion in cattle include depression, j 
loss of appetite. stagge*ng a n d . 
pale mucous m em branes. 
Signs \ 
in swine include depression, stiff \ 
gait, poor appetite, loss of weight 
and standing with head lowered, 
back arched and flanks tucked up 
Take the anim als aw ay from a I 
field where there is moldy feed 
as soon as any abnorm alities are 
noted. Some signs of mold intoxi­ 
cation are sim ilar to those of 
other diseases. Therefore, a vet­ 
erinarian should be called im - 
mediately to m ake a diagnosis. 
Deaths frequently occur when 
treatm ent is given for the wrong 
disease or ailment. 
Dr. Woods 
recom mends consulting a vet - 
erinarian when anim als are sick. j 
Keeping
